HARDSHIPS, 
Of all the arguments used by eastern pol- 
iticians and the eastern press to show that the 
present agitation in the North-West is un- 
justifiable, perhaps the most senseless is that 
inwhich @ comparison is made between the 
difficulties which beset the first settlers in 
Ontario and those against which the people 
of the North West are now strugyling. The 


object of these comparisons being to prove | 


that in the firet place the Ontario settler had 
more difficultice, that he contended against 
these difficulties more patiently, and that as 
he was successful in finally overcoming them 
forthe North-Wester to attain the same re- 
sult he must follow a similar course. It is 
not necessary to showin how many different 
ways these arguments are dressed; how the 
hardships and poverty of the Ontario pioneers 
are dwelt upon, and the inference drawn 
that because the North-Westera kick while 
suffering less hardships, they have degener- 
ated from what their fathers were, nor how 
the attempt is made to prove that instead of 
North-Westers suffering at the hands of the 


rest of the country they are in reality as Mr. | 


Thos. White elegantly puts it, spoon fed at 
the expense of the community 

Of course it ds of no consequence in con 
nection with the agitatton whether the early 
settlers of Ontario did or did not suffer 
yreater or less hardships, butas the question 
issomuch harped upon by enemies of the 
North-West and as they only state one side 
it may be worth while to institute a compari- 
sou froma North-West stand point. If the 
evidence of castern papers on North-Western 
affairs was of any value the fyles of those 
papers of ten or twelve years ago might be 
brought to prove that Muskoka, Manitoulin 
island or Aleoma were all Jocalities where set- 
tlement could be made more advantageously 
thanin Manitoba on account of the extraor- 
dinary dangers and difficulties of prairie life. 
Even yet the Bobcaygeon Independent claims 
that the granite rocks in that neighborhood 
are better fitted for settlement than the prai- 
ries of Manitoba. It must be remembered 
that early Ontario settlers came there merely 


their descendants would see the prosperity 
now prevailing, and that to such people and 
for such a purpose, the fertile forest country 
of Ontario abounding with game and streams 
stocked with fish, offered far less difficulties 
thanthe North-Western prairies, where the 
settler has absolutely nothing to depend upon 
cxcept the fruits of his own labor, 

The principal ditficulties of the Ontario set 
tler arose from his own abject poverty and his 
not knowing how properly to cope with the 
circumstances by which he was surrounded. 
Place the same men on the prairies in the 
saline condition as when they arrived in On- 
tario and they would have to cither die or 
leave, they could not possibly make @ lis ing. 
Take for example the early Selkirk settlers. 
These people suffered untold hardship in the 
very country that their descendants find the 
best in the world, not because the country 
Was not as good asit is now, but because 
they did not know as well how to turn its ad 
vantages to account. So with the Ontario 
settler, the father suffered misery, where the 
son could make money and enjoy life. 

The North-West settler is in very many 
cases a 80n or grandson of the original Onta 
rio settler, Owing to the different training 
that he has received he does not consider as 
hardship or danger what his father or grand 
father would have laid down and died under 
because he knows by experience or infortiua 
tion how it can be overcome, and because he 
can see clearly the result that may be at 
tained by The North-West 
settier does not come here merely to make a 
living He could do that elsewhere. He 
comes here to secure @ Competence and is 
willing to face the extra danger and har iship

in order to secure it. It is true that he can, 
if allowed the opportunity, owing to the su 
perior advantages of the country, secure that 
competence much more quickly than in On- 
tario; and right here is where the complaint 
inregard to his lack of patience comes in. 
He does not feel inclined to wait any longer 
than necessary. He has based his calcnlat- 
ing on the natural capabilities of the coun- 
try and does not like to becompelled to stand 
back while railroad companies and land 
sharks rob him of his opportunities. The 
natural disadvantages of the country the 
North-West settler is prepared to face be- 
cause he has made calculations on them be- 
fore hand. The incidental or accidental nat- 
ural troubles do not appal him, because he 
has an abiding faith in the ultimate prosperity 
of the country, and his own power to over- 
come such difficulties, but when his handsare 
tied by insane land regulationsand the yokeof 
railway and manufacturing monopoly is 
placed upon his neck, he feels justified in 
kicking to the extent of his ability against 
such @ condition of serfdom, and he would 
be unworthy the race from which he is de- 
scended, of the country to which he belongs 
and of the name of freeman if he did not. 
Above all he would be unworthy to claim 
kinship with those who, having become impa- 
tient by their sacrifice on the scaffold or in 
the jailin 87 and ’8s, sesured for this same 
Ontario the rights and liberties which she in 
common With all Canada except the North- 
West enjoys to-day.

An account of the battle at Trinkitat on 
Feb. 20th, between the British under general 
Graham and the El Mahdi’s rebels under Os- 
man Digna appears in the Winnipeg Free 
Press of March 3rd. The battle was fought 
by the 89th regiment,the Gordon highlanders, 
the Black Watch, and a regiment of Hussars, 
about 3,000 men inall. This force attacked 
and routed 12,000 rebels, driving them from 
their intrenchments and afterwards out of the 
town of Tokar where the remnant of the 
Kyyvptian garrison was still holding out. The 
battle was fought over the same ground on 
which Baker pasha’s Egptian forces were cut 
to pieces a week or two before. The Arabs 
left 1,200 dead on the field, besides guns, mu- 
nitions, tents and camels. The British loss 
was 24 killed and 142 wounded. The Arabs 
fought bravely, charging on the troops with 
spears and when charged by the cavalry would 
throw themselves on their backs and spear 
the horses as they passed over them. Their 
lack of improved weapons and discipline 
more than counterbalanced their numbers 
and bravery.

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PUBLIC MEETING, 

Pursuant to announcement a public meet- 
ing was held inthe school house, Edmonton, 
mn Saturday afternoon last, for the purpose 
of allowing the member of the North-West 
council for this district an opportunity of 
laying before the public a statement of his 
course While attending the session of the 
council at Regina last summer. As the mat- 
ter had already been discussed pro and con 
the interest taken in the meeting waa not 
deep, the building, however, was well filled. 
Mr. Oliver on taking the platform said that 
as all present understood the object for which 
the meeting was called it was unnecessary to 
wointoa lengthy explenation regarding it. 
Before the election last spring it had been 
wenerally understood that the powers of the 
council then very limited and indefinite would 
be increased and it was on the strength of 
that idea that so much interest was taken 
in theelection. It was therefore somewhat 
of a surprise to the members when they as- 
sembled to find that the powers of the coun- 
cil had if anything been decreased and made 
more indefinite than before. Although this 
was most unsatisfactory, as the council was 
not responsible for this nor ina position to 
remedy it at the time it was thought well to 
proceed with business and do whatever lay 


within the power of the members for the best | 


intereats of the country. He read the terms 
of the order in council granting power to the 
North-West council, and said that the great- 
est objection to this order was that the terms 
were not sutticiently definite. Almost every 
clause might be interpreted in a wide or ina 
narrov sense, and he found that the lepal 
gentlemen of the council, who were expected 
to give the truest interpretation of the differ- 
ent clauses always gave the most restricted 
interpretation. Action had been taken under 
clauses three, four, six, seven, eight and 


nine of the order in council. Action could 
not be taken under the first and second 
clauses for lack of funds and was not under 


section five because it was not decmed neces 
sary. It would be seen from this that the 
council was not slow in using whatever power 
was given it. In the explanations 
he desired to give as to the ordinances passed 
he wished it to be remembered that having 
been elected only as a member of the council 
and not as the whole council he could not hold 
himself responsible for or defend each partic 
ular of each ordinance. He desired at this 
meeting to lay before his constituents the 
course taken by himself in reference to each 
ordinance that had been passed or each dis 
cussion that had been held so that each per- 
son would be able to judge for himself wheth- 
er the action taken by him was satisfactory 
or oOtherwise—for the best interests of the 
country or not. The first ordinance passed 
dealt with infectious and contayious diseascs 
of domestic animals. It provided that all 
domestic animals suffering from a contagious 
disease should be isolated and all suffering 
from dangerous infectious diseases should be 
lestroyed. Provision was made for the pro 
per investigation of alleged cases of disease 
before the order for destruction could be is 
sued. A fine not exceeding $100 was imposed 
in the case of an owner failing to isolate a 
diseased animal. Tne ordinance was passed 
in order to provide means for stamping out 
the disease of glanders which was prevalent 
last summer along the C.P.R. line. The 
speaker had supported the passage of this o1 
dinance and thought it would be found of 
value in case of contagious diseases visiting 
this part of the country. The second ord 

nance passed providiag for the erecti 
municipalities, towns, and cities was probably 
the most important as it was the longest of 
all that were passed. In few words it provid 
ed for the erection of municipalities compris 
ing not less than four townships, of towns of 
not less than 300 inhabitants, and of cities of 
not less than 2,000 inhebitants, on petition of 
two-thirds of those qualified to vote for mem

As it dealt principally with matters 
concerning which the introducer was su} 
posed to know all, and the speake er 
little, he was not able to say much concer! 
ing it. One provision was to create four 
stead of three judicial districts severa 
others were technical and of little interest d 
rectly to the public One of the amend 


ents provided that any property that a: 


absconding debtor was taking out of the 
country night be seized, notwithstanding the 
ordinance respecting exemptions. Another 
section provided for the payment of jurors 
serving in civil cases, and still another for the 
taxing of a counsel fee from five to one hun- 
dred dollars with the ordinary costs of court. 
Another section provided for the taking of 
the evidence of an infirm person by a com- 
missioner instead of compelling his appear- 
ance atcourt. The speaker thought the pro- 
visions of the ordinance were good as far as 
they went. Ordinance No. 4 provided forthe 
registration of partnerships in the territories, 
This ordinance was, as far as the speaker 
could judge, a copy of an Ontario ordinance 
on thesame subject and he thought it was 
passed principally because such an ordinance 
was in existence in Ontario. While the ob 
ject of the ordinance was good enough he 
thought the provisions were inadequate to at 
tain that object. The object was the pre 
vention of fraud by false statementsin regard 
to who were or were not partners ina firm, 
but he thought the fine of 3100 imposed for 
non or false registration was no safeguard 
whatever where fraud was intended. To 
make the matter worse the action of the fed 
eral government in setting Edmonton apart 
asa registration district and their lack of 
action in not appointing a registrar for that 
district, made it impossible for people here 
to comply with the requirements of the ordi 
nance at present. Ordinance No. 5 for the 
relief of indigent children, had been passed 
at the request of certain charitable institu 
tions of the country and provided for the
